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CHRYSLER STRIKE SETTLED 


UAW Loses Bargaining Demands; s; Sit-down Strikes Definitely Banned; 
One Clause May End Company Unions; Labor Gains Slig ht if Any; 
Plants to Reopen Quickly; Sit-downs Hit GM; Weeks Outeet 104,168

DETROIT.—Reopening of the $50,000,000 
Chrysler plants and the return to work of 67,000 
Chrysler employes and 20,000 workers in supply 
plants was made possible late Tuesday night 
through a truce agreement made at Lansing, 
under which Chrysler will recognize the United 
Automobile Workers for its members only and 
sit-down strikes are barred. The terms of agree- 
ment, which were announced at 11 p.m., hold 
little in the way of victory for the union since 
practically all its terms were part of the Chry- 
sler credo before the strike began. 

Following the signing of the peace pact 
B. E. Hutchinson, chairman of the finance com- 


mittee stated that some men would be returned | 


to work this week but that from 10 days to two 
weeks will be required to get all plants ready 
for production. 

In the 10-point pact Chrysler agrees not to 
finance or support any other union, the purpose 
of which would be to bargain for its members. 
This clause, which would apparently ban “com- 
pany unions,” and ban them only if the corpora- 
tion contributed to their financial support, is the 
only point of concession, if it is a concession, 
which comes to the eye. The long drawn-out 
battle over “sole bargaining rights’ for UAW 
seems to have gone in favor of the corporation. 

Under the clause banning sit-down strikes or 
other stoppages of operations, the language of 
the pact is most definite and clear. There can be 
little question that any form of stoppage or sit- 
down engaged in by any member of the UAW, 
would constitute a breach of contract. Meetings 





calling the sit-down by name and putting it | 
definitely on the blacklist, is the first agreement | 
in automobile labor disputes to openly recognize 
and call a halt to the use of this new and insidi- 


ous union weapon. The terms go much further | 
than in the General Motors agreement since | 


union leaders are held responsible for the acts 
of their members in that the participation of a 
union member in a sit-down, or instigation of a 


sit-down by a member would be a breach of the | 


truce agreement. 
Aside from the fact that the union has won | 


'itself a written contract with high corporation 


officials, the status of the union in its relations 
with the corporation is practically unchanged. 
Bargaining with the various worker’s groups 
and individual workers has been practiced by 
Chrysler for the past several years. Thus, the 
clause which grants the union the right to rep- 
resent its own members gives it no added privi- 
leges. On the other hand, the union has agreed 
that it will not use coercive methods to increase 
its membership and will refrain from soliciting 
members on the company’s time and property. 
The company likewise agrees it will not discrim- 
inate against any worker because of his union 
affiliation. 

Under the settlement pact union men will be 
returned to the jobs along with non-union men 
but upon the basis of seniority in effect in 
Chrysler plants prior to the strike. 

Since no question of wages or hours was in- 
volved in the dispute, the settlement makes no 
reference to them. Details of procedure no|

‘Text of Chrysler Peace Pact 


The corporation agrees to bargain with the union 

as collective bargaining agency for such of: its em- 
ployes who are members of the union. The corporation 
recognizes and will not interfere with the right of its 
employes to become members of the union. Neither 
the corporation nor any of its agents will exercise dis- 
crimination, interference, restraint or coercion against 
any members of the union on account of such mem- 
bership. 

The corporation will not aid, promote or finance any 
labor group or organization which purports to engage 
in collective bargaining or make any agreement with 
any such group or organization for the purpose of un- 
dermining the union. 


2 The union agrees that neither the union nor its 
members will intimidate or coerce employes, and 
also not to solicit membership on corporation time or 
plant property. 

3 It is mutually agreed that the term “employe” for 
*? the purpose of this agreement shall not include 
foremen, assistant foremen, timekeepers, plant protec- 
tion employes or confidential salaried employes. 


The union will not cause or permit its members to 


cause, nor will any member of the union take part 
in any sit-down or stay-in strike or other stoppage 
in any of the plants of the corporation during the term 
of this agreement. 
Negotiations will be resumed in Detroit between 
representatives of the corporation and representa- 
tives of the union on the remaining matters on Apr. 
8, 1937, for the purpose of entering into a supplemental 
agreement covering those matters. 
The union agrees immediately to terminate the 
present strike against the corporation. 
7 The corporation agrees that its plants closed as 
a result of the strike will resume operations as 
soon as possible. 
8 The corporation agrees to re-employ as rapidly as 
possible its employes now on strike at their usual 
work without discrimination against them for par- 
ticipating in the strike, and in accordance with the 
seniority rules of the corporation now in effect. 
9 The corporation and the union agree to take pro- 
per proceedings to obtain leave of the court to 
dismissing the corporation’s bill for an injunction 
and the union’s answer and crossbill. 
10 This agreement and said agreement supplemental 
hereto shall remain in full force and effect until 
March 31, 


1938, inclusive.

O. C. Hutchinson 
DETROIT.—Oliver C. Hutch- 
inson died in a local hospital 
here Tuesday. Mr. Hutchinson, 
aged 74, entered the automobile 
industry in 1912 as manager of 
the Welch-Detroit plant, a Dur- 
ant-owned company. Later he 
served as vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of Oldsmobile. He 
joined Hupmobile in 1915 and in 
1918 became general sales man- 
ager. For the last decade, how- 
ever, he had not been identified 
with the automobile industry.

South Bend.—Sales of 10,634 in 
March, bringing figures for the 
quarter to 26,338, give Studebaker 
the best March and first quarter 
in eight years, according to Paul 
G. Hoffman, president. First 
quarter sales compare with 21,202 
in the same 1986 period; and 8,970 
in March, 1936.
